He said he had 
always thought Michelin was what 
a “Chinaman” called the state 
north of Wisconsin. 

“We as an organization feel that 
this ls just another example of the 
type of racism that Asian Ameri- 
cans have had to face over the last 
100 years at the hands of unthink- 
ing individuals,”declared Don 瑟 . 
Estes, past president.“We feel that 
terms like“Chinaman, Jap, nigger” 
and words of that genre do not 
belong on the public air.” 

Station manager Dave Newton 
replied he was in complete agree- 
ment and declared，“This remark is 
an example of the sort of institu- 
tional racism that is deeply in- 
g 尔 ained even in the semantics of 
white culture.” ， 

Newton added that the an- 
nouncer was entirely unaware of 
the remark and had intended no 
harm，and assured the JACL that 
the station ls making every attempt 
to head off incidents of this kind. 
He thanked the chapter“for the 


Sensitive and、sensible way?” in 
which the Problem was ap- 
Proached.

Two Asian Americans last week- 
end declared their candidqacies for 
elective office in Berkeley. Ron 
Lai，32，is running for the city 
council, and James Louie，45,， for 
theboard of education， 

They will face voluminous com- 
petition in the wide-open city elec- 
tions in April. Already ,there are 28 
declared candidates for four city 
council seats, and 11 declared can- 
didates for three school board 
Seats. 

Lai，an insurance agent，is a 
native of Berkeley and has been 
active in the Consumers Coopera- 
tive of Berkeley. Lali announced his 
candidqacy with a statement Sup- 
porting the coritroversial commu- 
nity control of police ballot propo- 
sal. “I Support the spirit of the 
proposal as vital to democracy and 
a safeguard against repression,” 
said Lai. 

A member of the Bay Area Com- 
munity Chapter of the Japanese 
American Citizens League (JACL)， 


Lai said he is motivated to run not 
only as a_ citizen，but also as an 
Asian.”Lai felt Asians have been 
historically passive in politics, but 
must become involved in order to 
change their “vulnerability as de- 
portable People and their self-. 
image as aliens.” 

Loule, an architect for the U.C. 
Medical Center, is a native of Seat- 
tle who has lived in Berkeley for 
the past 12 years. During the last 
year,， he has been active as one of 
the founders and chairman of the 
Berkeley Asian - American Task 
FEorce. The Task Force, the first of 
its kind to be officially recognized， 
had the responsibility to develop 
Asian- American studies for the 
Berkeley schools. 

Also a member of the Bay Area 
Community JACL,，Louie believes 
the board of education “needs 
direction”in community matters 
from minorities, and “representing 
neither white nor black, LI can be 
empathetic with both sidqes.”
